RESULTS OF THE 2007 WARRANT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Lyman, in the County of Grafton, and the State of New 
Hampshire, qualified to vote in the Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Town on TUESDAY, the 
THIRTEENTH day of MARCH 2007; polls to open at ELEVEN O’CLOCK in the 
morning and will not close before SIX O’CLOCK in the evening in said Town Hall, to 
act on Article 1, the remaining Articles to be considered at SEVEN O’CLOCK in the 
evening. 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


Article 1 was acted upon during the hours of 11:00 a.m. when Moderator, Phil Clark 
opened the polls until the polls were declared closed at 6:00 p.m. in said Town Hall. 


Present were Moderator: Phil Clark, Selectmen Chairman: Steve Moscicki, Selectman: 
Jim Trudell, Selectman: Elaine Sherry, Administrative Assistant: Donna Clark, Town 
Clerk/Tax Collector: Carol Messner and Road Agent: Art Wessels. At 7:00 pm 
Moderator Clark read two notices. Emergency Preparedness pamphlets were available at 
the door and Councilman, Ray Burton had sent a memo which was read regarding 
prescription discount cards. Clark then called the meeting to order. Ballots were still 
being counted so Article 1 results were not announced until later in the evening. 


The following were chosen as Town Officers for the ensuing year:

ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Three 
Hundred Thousand Eight Hundred Twelve Dollars ($300,812) to defray Town charges 
for the ensuing year. (Majority vote required) (Recommended by the Selectmen

Moved by Mary Ruppert and seconded by Annie Baker. Trudell displayed the “Profit 
and Loss Budget vs Actual” for 2006 and 2007 on the overhead projector and went line 
by line. He began by stating that $363,257 was raised in taxes in 2006 and the 2007 
budget proposed raising $377,706 which is an increase of $14,449. This amounts to 
approximately $48 on a $200,000 valued property and translates to $.25 per $1,000. *** 
(Mapping) Don Butson of Cartographics in Littleton was introduced and gave a brief 
overview of the mapping service. He explained Lyman needs new maps because current 
maps are not accurate and they are manual, not digital. There is no need to correct 
Registry information because Cartographics begins their process with surveyed 
information. How to handle those parcels whose current use standing may be affected 
was discussed. *** (Planning Board) The Master Plan should be available after it is 
finalized April 18". *** (Dodge Pond Dam) D.E.S. and DuBois & King do not want to 
impede water flow at Dodge Pond Dam so Trudell said the only thing we can do to make 
it safer is to increase signs. This budgeted amount, therefore, will probably be returned to 
our year end fund balance to reduce next year’s taxes. *** (Cemeteries) Trudell said he 
hopes for volunteers again this year for clean-up and will focus on Moulton Hill 
Cemetery. *** (Emergency Mgt) Elaine Sherry and Mary Ruppert are updating 
Lyman’s plan which was last accepted by the State in 2002. *** (Animal Control) Per 
Mike Slavtcheff, Animal Control Officer, stray dogs without tags are picked up, 
quarantined and boarded at Littleton Pet Center. If the owner is not located the Town 
pays the costs. Any strays must go through him. *** Celine Presby moved the 
question. A vote was taken. All ayes, no nays. Article 2 passed as written. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Three 
Hundred Thirty-Nine Thousand Two Hundred Ninety-Four Dollars ($339,294) for 
maintenance, expenses, salaries, supplies, and equipment for the Highway Department 
for the ensuing year. (Majority vote required) (Recommended by Selectmen) 


Highway Administration ........ $ 113,444.00 
Highway Maintenance 225,850.00 


Moved by Celine Presby and seconded by Robert Chenevert. Trudell said hiring 
contracted services was not favored by the town. Lyman residents voted in 2006 to pay 


enough to hire the best road agent to be found. That was accomplished. Voted on Article 
3 and it passed as written. All ayes, no nays. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the Community Association 
Building and Maintenance Expendable Trust Fund created in 1993. Said funds, with 
accumulated interest to date of withdrawal, are to be transferred to the Town's general 
fund. (Majority vote required) (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


Moved by Celine Presby. Seconded by Cindy Schieman. Articles 4 through 8 are to 
clean up the Trust Funds per Trudell. Simpson asked why the Article 4 fund is not listed 
in the Annual Report list of funds and Schieman explained it is off Town records. It has 
a zero balance and passing these Articles will make us agree with state records. Voted 
and passed as written. All ayes, no nays. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the Computer Equipment 
Capital Reserve Fund created in 2001. Said funds, with accumulated interest to date of 
withdrawal, are to be transferred to the Town’s general fund. (Majority vote required) 
(Recommended by the Selectmen) 


Moved by Celine Presby and seconded by Terry Simpson. Voted and the Article was 
passed as written. All ayes, no nays. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the Office Equipment 
Maintenance Expendable Trust Fund created in 1994. Said funds, with accumulated 
interest to date of withdrawal, are to be transferred to the Town's general fund. 
(Majority vote required) (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


Moved by Celine Presby and seconded by Terry Simpson. Voted and the Article was 
passed as written. All ayes, no nays. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the 
provisions of RSA 35:1, to be known as Office and Computer Equipment Capital Reserve 
Fund, for the purpose of purchasing, maintaining, updating, and repairing town office 
equipment and computers and to raise and appropriate the sum of Three Thousand Nine 
Hundred Fifty Dollars ($3,950) to be placed in this fund, with said funds to come from 
the Town's unreserved fund balance; and furthermore designate the Selectmen as agents 
to expend. (The money appropriated in this article is equal to the net balance contained 
in the Computer Equipment CRF and Office Equipment Maintenance ETF prior to being 
discontinued. No funds will be raised through taxation). (Majority vote required) 
(Recommended by the Selectmen) 


Moved by Celine Presby and seconded by Terry Simpson. Voted and the Article was 
passed as written. All ayes, no nays. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the Lyman Town Land and 
Building Improvement Capital Reserve Fund created in 2000. Said funds, with 
accumulated interest to date of withdrawal, are to be transferred to the Town’s general 
fund. (Majority vote required) (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


Moved by Celine Presby and seconded by Terry Simpson. Voted and the Article was 
passed as written. All ayes, no nays. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5,000) to be added to the previously established Property Tax 
Revaluation Capital Reserve Fund. (Majority vote required) (Recommended by the 
Selectmen) 


Moved by Celine Presby and seconded by Terry Simpson. Trudell said our revaluation 
will be in 2010 and we have a balance of $24,803 in our fund. Donna Clark said she had 
received a new quote at $58,000. Simpson made a motion to amend this Article to read, 
‘to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $8,000 to be added to the previously 
established Property Tax Revaluation Capital Reserve Fund with said funds to come from 
the Town’s current fund balance’; rather than to raise the money by taxes. A vote was 
taken on the amended article. All ayes, no nays. The Article 9 was passed as amended. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One 
Hundred Forty Thousand One Hundred Twenty-Seven Dollars ($140,127) to purchase a 
10-Wheel Highway Dump Truck and to authorize the issuance of not more than Ninety 
Thousand One Hundred Twenty-Seven Dollars ($90,127) of bonds, notes or leases and to 
determine the rate of interest thereon, with Twenty Five Thousand Dollars ($25,000) to 
come from the Town’s Undesignated Fund Balance (surplus) and Twenty Five Thousand 
Dollars ($25,000) to come from general taxation. (2/3 ballot vote required) 
(Recommended by the Selectmen) 


Moved by Celine Presby and seconded by Terry Simpson. Trudell said we have a 1993 
Ford L-8000 which needs replacement. The 10-wheeler costs $28,000 more than a 6- 
wheeler. It is the same width and 4’ longer. With interest at 4.5% the first year’s 
payment would be $16,930 and the $90,127 is to be financed for 7 years. Bo Presby 
spoke against the 10-wheeler. Brett Presby asked the disposition of our old truck and was 
told by Wessels that it would be kept as a spare and it is valued around $5,000. Robert 
Bagdon made a motion to move the question. A paper ballot vote was taken and a 2/3 
majority was needed to pass. The tally was 37 in favor and 21 against. The Article was 
defeated by | vote. Instructions on acceptable procedures for reconsidering an article 
were read by Moderator Clark. The decision was made to revisit the topic under Article 
12 along with ‘any other business’. (See Article 10’s disposition under Article 12.) 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to completely discontinue Caswell Road, a 
Class VI road, pursuant to RSA 231:43. An affirmative vote will terminate the public’s 
right to use the road, but under New Hampshire law owners of land abutting the road 
shall continue to have access over the road at their own risk. Notice of this article has 
been given to all owners of property abutting the road at least 14 days prior to town 
meeting. (Majority vote required) (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


Moved by Celine Presby and seconded by Terry Simpson. Trudell explained that the 
road had cost us money legally due to arguments over right-of-way. Kim Brooks 
introduced himself as an abutter. He said it is time to discontinue the road. Only 2/10 of 
a mile is in operation and the rest going toward Littleton is basically nonexistent. A vote 
was taken and the article passed as written. All ayes, no nays. 
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ARTICLE 12. To transact any other business that may legally come before the Meeting. 


(Results of the day’s elections were read aloud at this point in the evening.) *** Mary 
Ruppert extended invitations to all Lyman residents to attend a NH House Hearing where 
input can be given on the State Budget on March 15" *** Robert Chenevert made a 
motion to reconsider Article 10. After Phil Clark read from the Rules of Order it was 
agreed that since no motion or no vote had been taken to restrict reconsideration of the 
article (10) is was proper to reconsider it at this meeting. Mary Ruppert seconded the 
motion to reconsider Article 10. A vote was taken and passed with the ayes in the 
majority. The Article was reread as if new. It was moved by Celine Presby and 
seconded by Flo Corey. Current equipment was discussed and an equipment replacement 
plan will be created in the near future. Daniel Simpson made a motion to amend Article 
10 to be for a 6-wheeler at $28,000 less. The amended article was seconded by Jim 
Madru. A vote was taken on the amended article which was defeated by a hand count of 
15 in favor of amending and 26 opposed. The original Article 10 was voted on again by 
paper ballot and passed with 34 in favor and 13 opposed. Article 10 was ultimately 
passed as written with a minimum 2/3 majority paper ballot vote. *** Phil Clark called 
for any other discussion of new business. There was none. A motion to adjourn was 
made by Ken Parker and was seconded by many. Clark declared the Town Meeting of 
2007 closed and adjourned at 10:15 pm.

The cost of an adequate education is determined by the Department of Education based 
on weighted average daily membership in residence in each school district. Each school 
district’s percentage of total is then calculated. Each percentage is then multiplied by the 
Town’s share of the state education tax amount to allocate a portion of the state education 
taxes to each school district. 


The difference between the adequate education for each school district and each school 
district’s share of the state education taxes becomes the adequate education grant for each 
school district.

Fiscal Year Ended December 31, 2007 


The Town borrowed one sum of $400,000.00 from the Woodsville Guaranty Savings 
Bank at the interest rate of 3.50% per annum. The Tax Anticipation Note was issued on 
April 30, 2007 and was due on December 27, 2007. This note was paid in full on 
December 3, 2007, saving $3,749.81 in interest. 


The Town borrowed one sum of $250,000.00 from the Woodsville Guaranty Savings 
Bank at the interest rate of 3.50% per annum. The Tax Anticipation Note was issued on 
September 10, 2007 and was due on December 27, 2007. This note was paid in full on 
December 5, 2007, saving $1,387.82 in interest. 


The Town borrowed one sum of $90,250.00 ($250.00 is the loan fee) from Woodsville 
Guaranty Savings Bank at the interest rate of 4.375% per annum for the purpose of 
purchasing the 2008 International truck for the highway department. This loan will 
mature on June 18, 2014. 


The Town’s “General Fund” account with the New Hampshire Deposit Investment Pool 
earned $3,373.16 in interest. The account balance as of December 31, 2007 is 
$160,270.94. Interest rates varied from 4.60% to 5.38%. 


The “Lyman Housing Improvement Program” account earned $511.39 in interest 
bringing the current balance to $16,258.87. 


The “Dodge Pond Dam Preservation” fund shows $485.89 as a current balance. 


The Town opened an account with Laconia Savings Bank with an initial deposit of 
$24,000.00. On 12/5/07 we transferred $72,000.00 from WGSB and on 12/11/07 we re- 
deposited $50,000.00 back into WGSB. The current balance at Laconia Savings Bank is 
$46,175.85 showing $185.90 in interest earned. 


This year, by opening the account with Laconia Savings Bank, we were hoping to avoid 
having any uninsured funds over $100,000.00 in the general checking account. By 
paying the Tax Anticipation Notes off early, we not only saved the Town interest charges 
but we were also relieving the Town of any excess funds over $100,000.00. However, I 
again had an excess for two days. Deposits were made on December 31, 2007 and 
Tuesday, January |, 2008 the banks were closed, then the large school payment was paid 
on January 2, 2008 which brought the balance back down. So close.

The year 2007 proved to be a rollercoaster ride for the Town of Lyman, moving from 
deep sorrow to extreme happiness in one short year. We lost our road agent, Art 
Wessels, to cancer. Art was more than just a town employee, he was the kind of person 
you would want as a good friend. He set standards that we must maintain from this point 
forward, and will be missed by all who knew him. Our thanks go out to road crewperson 
Scott Stuart for all that he did during that difficult time and all that he has done since. 


On a much happier note, we were able to hire a great road agent, Tom Smith, to carry on 
the mission that had been started. Tom comes to us from Landaff where he was road 
agent for several years. Tom has done a fantastic job so far and we have high hopes for 
the future with him on our team. Tom and Scott are what we like to call the Dynamic 
Duo, forming a great one-two punch for our town. Their dedication is second to none, 
rolling out at all hours of the day and night to ensure our safety. 


This past year Tom and Scott helped accomplish a great deal. Crushed gravel was laid 
down on Ash Hill, Pettyboro, Quebec, Ogontz, Dodge Pond and various other roads in 
Lyman. Roadside cutting was done, calcium chloride was sprayed, and sand was put up 
for the winter. The new 10-wheel dump truck arrived this summer and was instrumental 
in hauling gravel and sand from the pits, and with plowing and sanding roads this winter. 


The coming year will be another aggressive one for the highway crew including laying 

out thousands of yards of gravel, mowing roadsides, grading and spraying calcium 

chloride, putting up sand and salt, maintaining equipment and, if the budget allows, 

_ paving the corner of Tinkerville and Skinny Ridge Roads. You will see a busy road crew 

this year. Also, the remainder of the old town sheds will be removed and some 
maintenance work will be done on the Town Hall building. 


Administrative Assistant Donna Clark, Town Clerk/Tax Collector Carol Messner, and 
Treasurer Celine Presby continue to keep things running smoothly within the town 
offices. In addition, the Selectmen have been fortunate to have great people working on 
all the various boards and committees that are needed to effectively run the Town of 
Lyman including the Planning Board, Zoning Board of Adjustment, Cemetery 
_ Committee, Conservation Commission and Emergency Management Committee. We 
_ would also like to thank our Animal Control Officer, Forest Fire Warden and Deputy, 
Moderator, Trustees of the Trust Funds, Supervisors of the Checklist and Ballot Clerks. 


_ With the ongoing commitment and support from Lyman town residents, we plan to 
_ continue improving the roads while maintaining an acceptable tax rate.

Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire 
Division of Forests and Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of 
wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest 
Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY 
outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside 
burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire 
Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of household 
waste.

Fire activity was very busy during the Spring of 2007, particularly late April into early 
May. As the forests and fields greened up in later May the fire danger decreased. 
However, a very dry late summer created very high fire danger again from August into 
September, with fire danger reaching very high on Labor Day weekend. Even with the 
dry conditions, the acreage burned was less than half that of 2006. The largest forest fire - 
during the 2007 season burned approximately 26 acres on the side of Wantastiquet 
Mountain in Chesterfield during the month of May. Our statewide system of 16 fire — 
lookout towers is credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures this | 
season due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Many homes in New | 
Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes 
and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2007 season — 
threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. 
Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their — 
home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine 
needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable | 
materials.

You have seen “cards of thanks” in the local papers, naming the 
physicians, nurses, family and friends who came to the aid of a grateful patient. These 
thanks are well deserved! But...have you ever seen a similar tribute to mental health, 
substance abuse or developmental disability professionals who saved a life by being 
available to intervene in a life-threatening crisis of a different type? Chances are that 
your family member or neighbor will not advertise the fact that they have needed and > 
used our services; life’s challenges are often kept private. Having diabetes is much more 
acceptable than having schizophrenia, although both are chronic illnesses that can be 
managed through treatment, lifestyle education and support. We still struggle with the | 
stigma attached to both behavioral health and developmental disability, but who among 
us has not been impacted by one or both? 


Support for our services is an investment in the health and productivity of your town. In 
2007, 8 residents of the town of Lyman received 27 hours of outpatient mental health or 
substance abuse treatment services at a discounted rate. Our ability to continue to offer. 
these services on a sliding-fee scale 1s dependent upon the support of our communities. | 
100 families in our area received extensive assistance in supporting a person with a | 
developmental disability. In many cases, the supports include around the clock services. _ 
Although it is impossible to list all that we do, our core services include: | 
= 24 hour crisis intervention and assessment service for mental health emergencies | 
* Individual, marriage and family counseling by highly trained professionals 
= Medication consultations to local physicians by Board certified psychiatrists 
» “Full-life” supports for persons with serious and persistent mental illness, | 
including housing, vocational and case management services 
# Individualized home placements for persons with developmental disabilities 
«  Life-enriching jobs and social connections for people with mental illness | 
developmental disabilities 
= Substance abuse prevention and treatment by our staff of licensed alcohol and | 
drug abuse counselors

Thank you for the opportunity to serve the Town of Lyman in 2007. Ross Ambulance 
Service responded to 1482 calls for service in 2007. Calls in Lyman represent about 


0.5% of this total at 6. Of the 6 calls for service, 4 resulted in a patient transport with the | 


remaining 2 calls resulting in patient refusals. Of the total calls for service, all were as a 


result of a request for an emergency response. Of the patients transported, 1 went to | 


Cottage Hospital and 3 were transported to Littleton Regional Hospital.

The average time for an ambulance to respond to an emergency call in Lyman after being — 


notified was 3 minutes. The average time for an ambulance to reach a scene after being © 
notified is 19 minutes. The shortest response was 15 minutes and the longest was 31 | 


minutes. 


In 2007 we celebrated our 40" year of providing ambulance service to residents and 


visitors of this area. We also took delivery of a 2007 ambulance to serve as our new first © 
line truck with a 2003 ambulance as a back up. Most of our providers attended the North 
Country EMS conference as well as continuing education classes provided by Littleton — 


Regional Hospital and at other locations throughout the region. We currently employ 8 
paramedics, 14 EMT Intermediates and 14 EMT Basics. Of our paramedics, 3 are 
certified as Critical Care Paramedics with 2 additional paramedics currently enrolled in 
the Critical Care program. All paramedics are PHTLS (Pre-Hospital Trauma Life 


Support) any AMLS (Advanced Medical Life Support) certified. We are very proud of | 


the high level of service we provide to our patients and look only to improve in the 
future. 


In addition to responding for people who require transport to the hospital we standby for | 
firefighters at major fires and assist people in their homes when called. We also provide | 
members of the community with CPR training. We are a ride site for E.M.T. students at 
all levels. We also provide internship and job shadow opportunities for the allied health | 


program and the Hugh J. Gallen Vocational Center. 


Providing educational opportunities to new and future E.M.T.s is very important to us for © 
many reasons. For an E.M.T. to respond with a Ross Ambulance he or she must be © 
knowledgeable, skilled and experienced. The knowledge and skills can be learned in a | 
classroom; however, the experience to use them well is best gained from experienced — 
providers. One of the best ways for experienced providers to stay current in a constantly — 
changing field is to teach. Reviewing the step by step process of skills learned many | 


years ago coupled with discussing the latest study, procedure or product make the 
E.M.T.s that work here some of the very best in the area.

2007 Report 


Ammonoosuc Community Health Services Inc. (ACHS) has been in existence since 1975 
and currently provides high quality care to 175 Lyman patients. While many of our 
services are paid for through Medicare, Medicaid and grants, we have seen our patient — 
population increase 41% over the last 2 years due to economic conditions and the 
increase in the uninsured population. Unfortunately, our rermbursements through these 
federal, state and county programs fall short of actual expenses. 


ACHS serves 26 towns in northern Grafton and southern Coos counties and has sites © 
located in Littleton, Franconia, Whitefield, Warren and Woodsville. As a Federally 
Qualified Health Center, ACHS receives federal funding to provide comprehensive 
preventive and primary health care to anyone, regardless of their insurance status or ; 
ability to pay. Clinical teams, made up of doctors, nurse practitioners or physician - 
assistants supported by nurses and medical assistants, provide comprehensive services on | 
a sliding fee scale to over 6,500 patients. ACHS provided the following services in 
calendar year 2007: 





Comprehensive Primary Care services to 7,298 medical users 
On-site Perinatal services to 148 women 

Family Planning services to 1,084 users 

HIV Counseling and Testing services to 175 clients 

e CSFP food distribution to 455 individuals per month (mostly elderly) 
e Toddler care seat loan/donation program to 50 families 

e Oral Health services to 114 adults 

Well Child Health services to 629 children 

Cancer Screening services to 1,000 high risk women 

WIC services to 755 individuals per month 

Diabetes care to 500 individuals 

e Family Support services to 147 families 

e Depression care to 558 individuals

2007 Report 


Grafton County Senior Citizen’s Council Inc. is a private nonprofit organization that 
provides programs and services to support the health and well being of our older citizens. 
The Council’s programs enable elderly individuals to remain independent in their own 
homes and communities as long as possible. 


The Council operates eight senior centers in Plymouth, Littleton, Canaan, Lebanon, 
Bristol, Orford, Haverhill and Lincoln, and sponsors the Grafton County ServiceLink 
Resource Center and the Retired and Senior Volunteer Program and Volunteer Center 
(RSVP). Through the centers, ServiceLink and RSVP, older adults and their families 
take part in a range of community-based long-term services including home delivered 
meals, congregate dining programs, transportation, adult day care, chore/home repair 
services, recreational and educational programs, and volunteer opportunities. 


During 2007, 14 older residents of Lyman were served by one or more the Council’s 
programs offered through the Littleton Area Senior Center: 


e Older adults from Lyman enjoyed 60 balanced meals in the company of friends 
in the center’s dining room. 

e They received 730 hot, nourishing meals delivered to their homes by caring 
volunteers. 

e Lyman volunteers contributed 124 hours of time, energy and talent. 


The cost to provide Council services for Lyman residents in 2007 was $4,898.00. 


Such services can be critical to elderly individuals who want to remain in their own 
homes and out of institutional care in spite of chronic health problems and increasing 
physical frailty, saving tax dollars that would otherwise be expended for nursing home 
care. They also contribute to a higher quality of life for our older friends and neighbors. 
As our population grows older, supportive services such as those offered by the Council 
become even more critical. 


Grafton County Senior Citizens Council very much appreciates Lyman’s support for our 
programs that enhance the independence and dignity of older citizens and enable them to 
meet the challenges of aging in the security and comfort of their own communities and 
homes.

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LYMAN DOG POLICY 


(Adopted by the Board of Selectmen 1-11-99) 


As required by RSA 466:1, all dogs are to be licensed by April 30" of each year. A 
current rabies vaccination certificate must be presented at time of licensing. If requesting 
the reduced fee for a neutered animal, verification of neutering/spaying is required. The > 
month of May is a grace period. However, any owner of a dog not licensed by June 1", 
under RSA 466:13, is required to pay civil forfeiture to the Town of Lyman within 96 
hours of the date and time notice is given. Any person who fails to pay the forfeiture 
within the allotted amount of time will be issued a summons to District Court. At the 
time that the forfeiture is paid, the dog owner will also be required to obtain a license for 
the dog(s). Pursuant to RSA 466:1 and RSA 466:4, a current rabies vaccination, and if | 
requesting the lower neutered license fee, either spaying or neutering certificate is 
required. Owner is responsible for maintaining these documents in his/her possession. © 
There is a $1/month late charge after June 1“ as well as the forfeiture fee. All costs and | 
fees for certified mailing will be paid by the fined dog owner. \ 








RSA 31:II (a)-(g) defines dogs that are a menace, a nuisance or vicious. 


Lyman does have a leash law. The Town of Lyman at a “special election” held on | 
November 4, 1980, adopted RSA 466:30-a, “Dog Control Law.” “Notwithstanding any — 
other provisions of this chapter, it shall be unlawful for any dog to run at large, except | 
when accompanied by the owner or custodian, and when used for hunting, herding, 
supervised competition and exhibition or training for such. For the purpose of this | 
section, ‘accompanied’ means that the owner or custodian must be able to see or hear, or 
both, or have reasonable knowledge of where the dog is hunting, herding, or training. 
Nothing herein shall mean that the dog must be within sight at all times. In this section, 
‘at large’ means off the premises of the owner or keeper and not under control of any 
person by means of. personal presence and attention as will reasonably control the 
conduct of such dog, unless accompanied by the owner or custodian.” 


All complaints related to animals must be submitted in writing, signed and dated, to the 
Board of Selectmen. Upon submission of such complaint, the Board will contact the | 
animal control officer as required.
